The b§!y eatbolic cburcby was at firft 6nly 
holy cburcb — eatbolic not added to it till up^ 
wards of 300 years after Chrift. 

Tbe communion of Saints came in fbme bun^ 
dred years later. 

Therefore thefc three articles of the creed» 
being of fo low a date, and alfo obfcure, and 
of uiidetermmate meaning, can have no ^ace 
in a folemn declaration of our faith befonk 
Almighty God.
